IW THE coll 
President Hadley of Yale and 
Harrison of the University of Pennsylvania 
join in the June Century in combating the 
charges recently made regarding the evils 
of growing luxury among college students. 
Both take the ground that college com- 
munities are more healthful than any others 
in their general attitude toward luxurious 
living. President Hadley admits that the 


increase of luxury among well-to-do people | 


‘throughout the nation has 

caused a similar change of standards among 
students, but he holds that the change is 
less marked in the colleges than outside of 
them. He makes the valid point that any | 
attempt of the faculty to prohibit wasteful 
standards of living probably would only 
have the effect of inducing students to prize 
luxuries which are now matters of secoud- 
ary interest with them. 

In the opinion of the Yale President there 
more danger in the Harvard idea of elec- 
tive courses than in the presence of rich 
students in a college.» His cure for extrava- 
gant social and club life among the stu- 
dents is to have the college work hard 
enough to keep every man busy. He thinks 
the elective system makes it possible for 
indolent students to choose too easy courses, 
and when such students are also wealthy 
they can spend their time in luxurious ways 
and get through college with a discredita- 
ble minimum of education. As for the 
poorer students, President Hadley thinks 
it is good training for them to be brought 
re contact with rich compagions at college, 
where wealth is weighed at its true value.

We must not ask or permit any man or woman who can work to take coal or 
flour or shoes or any kind of supplies from the public bounty without earn- 
ing it by productive work. If private charity will do this we cannot help it, 
but state must know better than to undermine the character of its citi- 
sens. is the first of the tasks which our philanthropy must work out in 
the new century, and the sooner the better. a 
Another is equally urgent. It is to separate the incorrigibly idle and 
worthless from society and put them under a wholesome discipline by which 
they shall be trained for self-support.

Chicago National League Club Has Plen- 
ty of Hard Luck—Review of 


Loftus’ team, last in the National league 
pennant race, is at home to all comers, espe- 
cially Basterners, until June 17. The team 
has faced every other league team, and it 
looks to be as good a ball club as any save 
Brooklyn, Pittsburg, and St. Louis. Cin- 
cinnati may be a shade better. The rest are 
not superior to the Chicago aggregation ex- 
cept in luck, which tells, Those who have 
watched the remnants at work know how 
bad the National league is this season. 

New York is leader, thanks to Matthewson, 
with the worst club in the league. Brooklyn 
and St. Louls are down in the list, but they 
will be up, and Boston will look lots better 
when Low gets back at second and the team 
settles, although it is a team going back- 
ward. Cincinnati is a consistent lightweight 
club, and Philadelphia a lugubrious aggrege- 
tion of slow-thinking heavyweights. 

Loftus’ men are having lots of hard luck. 
They lost eight and won four games in the 
East, yet, considering their mediocre caliber, 
they played good ball. They split even with 
three teams, Boston, New York, and Brook- 
lyn, and lost four straights to Philadelphia 
because of inability to hit at the right time. 
The loss of Delehanty, Doyle, and Chance 
in the moments when they were most needed 
served té push the team further down the list. 

The team will win lots of ball if tt ever 
gets into shape. The pitchers are doing well, 
and Loftus has made two stéps upward in 
securing Waddell and Kahoe. He wants an 
infielder and has dragged the minor leagues 
with nets to find one; he has scouted every- 
where and gone fofth with much salve and 
several gold bricks to get National league 
players, but as he*has nothing to trade his 
mission has not been successful. 

The Chicago public, which is of course dis- 
couraged with the team, should take heart. 
The publics in Boston, Brooklyn, Philadel- 
phia, and St. Louis are also discouraged, 
while New-Yorkers are bolstering up a hope 
which can only be realized by an agreement 
of the other clubs to give New York the 
pennant.

The robbers who tunneled into a Kimberley 


bank four years ago had more patience and 


ingenuity than even the Chinese cracksmen. 


This bank was unusually well 
from robbers, and it was claimed could even 
withstand a siege. Besides the massive 
masonry above ground, the vaults had been 
| especially built to render impossible any at- 
tack that might be made upon them. The

exterior wall of the vault, which was also the 


foundation of the bank premises, was built 


of solid blocks of peculiarly hard stone, four 
feet square and each weighing two tons.

The cracksmen had no house to work from, 
but started their tunnel from a drain across 


the road from the bank.

But for 


weeks they worked desperately at their task 
and finally succeeded in cutting through the 


hard mass of rock to the treasure-room of 


the bank, where they found $175,000 worth — 


treasure in gold and diamonds.

The 
camp consisted of 400 miners and twenty 
policemen, and bad telegraphic communica-

miles away from the camp. The day before 
they intended te make their raid on the bank 
they had the rumor noised about that gold 
in great quantities had been discovered in the 
valley, and over 300 of the miners in the camp 


at once hurried away to the spot. 


That night 


the cracksmen arranged the rest of the plot. 
In the afternoon of the next day a house on 
the edge of the camp was to be fired. 

It was counted that this would attract al- 
most all the other miners in the town: Four 
of the schemers were to take possession of 
the police station, which was guarded by 
only two men. The rest were to boldly en- 
ter the bank and kill every one that opposed 


them. The treasure was to be 


put into a 


wagon and driven away, surrounded by the 
nine robbers, who were to be mounted on 
horses and armed with riges to fight off their 


pursuers. 
The police, however, got word that night 
ot the intended and they raided 


the shanty of the cracksmen. The men had 
taken warning, however, and, fled, leaving 
the informer dead on the steps of the shanty. 
None of the men engaged in the plot has 


ever been arrested.

NL three graves are left in the cem - 
etery of St. Mary's at Highland Park, 
the oldest Roman Catholic burial place 
in northern Mlinois. The remains of 

. the early settlers of Lake County, who 
Were buried there, and those of later gener- 
ations, who were laid by the side of their 
fathers, have been removed to other and 
more recently consecrated ground. 

St. Mary's Cemetery was always a doubly 
hallowed spot in Catholic eyes. The ties of 
sasociation and religious fervor which bound 
pioneer churchmen to the spot were so 
strong that it was not until nearly all the 
séttiérs had died that the project of a change 
of the place of sepulcher could be carried 
out. This Highland Park Acre of God 
Owes its double sanctity in the eyes of be- 
ers to the firmly held tradition that on 
this spot Pére Marquette once planted a cross 
and preached to the Indians. Certain it'is 
that the first white Catholics to visit Lake 
County found there on the site of St. Mary's 

Cemetery a towering cross of wood which the 
> Indians said had deen placed there by them 
et the behest of a Black Gown.”

The doctor of écents Abroad 
died in Boston the other day, after a career 
more extraordinary than falls to the lot of 
many men., He was Dr. Maye G. Smith, born 
in Massachusetts in 1816, educated at Ober- 
lin College, from which he was one of the 
first to be graduated, and then entering the 
employ of the New York Tribune as its first 
reporter. In speaking of his life a short time 
before he died he said: “ I was not long in 
Australia when I was appointed dentist to the 
Queen's representative. There I made my 
money. Subsequently I traveled extensively, 
visiting the four quarters of the globe. In 
later years, when I made another trip around 
the world, I met Mark Twain, and we became 
friendly. Mark and I walked from Joppa to 
Jerusalem, forty miles, most dangerous 
undertaking, but we made the trip in safety,

He com- 
plained that while he had listened for hours 
in the hot sun the turtle had not sung a note. 
The party wanted to know where Jack had 
received the impression that the turtle could 
sing, and he immediately referred them 
proudly to the Bible quotation: “And the 
voice of the turtle was heard in the land.“ 


TWAIN AS A TRAVELER. 

Mrs. Jackson, ee — was at that time Miss 
Julia Newell of Janesville, Wis., took the 
trip on the Quaker City, the boat that con- 
veyed the passengers of the “ Innocents 
Abroad expedition to the various points of 
their wanderings. She says that Mark 
Twain at that time had hardly begun the 
career that made him famous, and that few 
people among the travelers had ever heard 
of ‘him before they saw his name on the 
passenger Mst.

Dr. Jackson wae connected with the Chi- 
cago Medical Register, the Western Medical 
Reporter of Chicago, and the Independent 
Practitioner of New York, as editor or asso- 
clate editor, He was a liberal contributor 
to medical Uterature. His writings were 
always conservative in tone and original in 


thought; they were always welcome on ac- 
count of their intrinsic worth and excep-— 


tional grace and ease of style.. They carried 


his name wherever medicine is read and were 


honored with the stamp of OTIS. both 
abroad and at home. 

Upon looking over his papers several un- 
finished articles were found and also a great. 
mass of material for a work on gynecology 
upon which he had been engaged for years. 

Abraham Reeves Jackson was born on 
June 17/ 1827, at Philadelphia. He received 
his early education in the public schools of 
that city and was graduated .frpm the Cen- 
tral High School in 1846. He tmmediately 
took up the study of marine engineering 
with the intention of entering the United 
States navy. After a few months, however, 
he deeided that engineering was not con- 
genial and commenced the study of medi- 
cine, and was graduated from the medical 
department of the University of Pennsyl- 
vania in 1848. Immediately after his gradu- 
ation he removed to Stroudsburg, Pa., and 
there resided and practiced tor

American in Peru Has Them as Ornaments 
wud Serve Practical Uses.

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HILE engaged in railroad survey- 

. ing in Peru and the Argentine I 
found relaxation in hunting up 

‘ mummies and collecting pottery 
passed. 


‘and relics of days long 
With the ancient Peruvians it was the fad 


vend art they attained a high state of per- 
ection. 

The soil and climate of Peru were both 
favorable to mummy culture. In some places 
rain never fell and the air was dry and pure, 
The soil was full of nitre and this mineral 
is undoubtedly a great factor in preserving 
bodies. I have seen bodies dug from the 
earth that seemed quite fresh that we knew 
were buried by the ancient Peruvians cen- 
turles before. They buried their dead in 
the ground beneath the house, and when 
they had a number planted they moved 
away and left the house to the dead. They 
are said to have continually experimented, 
trying various ways to perfect the art of em- 
balming. They removed the brain from the 
head and the various organs from the chest 
and abdomen and filled the cavities with a 
eertain kind * powder. They are said to 
have used a glué made of fish bones for filling 
in the cavities, also to have used wax for 
this purpose, rubbing the outside skin with 
oli to keep it soft and smooth. It is known 
that of recent years a fresh corpse was often 
‘buried in heated wax, and if continual care 
was given it the body would undoubtedly 
keep fresh for an indefinite time. Exposed 
to the air the body would soon assume the 
usual mummy aspect, the skin become dry 
and wrinkled, but having daily attention the 
fullness of the figure preserved by the warm 
wax, the skin kept pliant and soft by keep- 
ug the pores filled with oil, the body would 
be kept almost lifelike. Ree

I stopped for dinner one day with a family 
who felt it a religious duty to take such kind 
of care of a mummy in one of the upper 
rooms of the house. It was the freshest and 
handsomest mummy I had seen up to that 
time. At this house I heard many wild tales 
of an eccentric white man who spent much 
time in collecting mummies and taking them 
te his plantation. I had heard of him before 
and I now determined to visit him. The man 
had an uncanny reputation and people 
shunned him. An engineer whom I met that 
morning said. Yes, I've seen that crazy 
man. He came on the train once witha dead 
Injun. They'd taken his works out, then 
filled him with oll and put the plug back.
